Mr. Payne was so impressed with Machen’s 
apparent sincerity that he refused to believe 
in the latter's guilt until the convincing evi- 
dence had been presented to him by Assistant 
Postmaster General Bristow. Now Mr. 
Payne says with emphasis that the depart- 
ment has conclusive evidence of Machen's 
guilt of the bribery charge, and intimates 
there are other large contracts by which 
Machen made much greater amounts than 
from the fastener contracts. 

Since the arrest of Miller and Machen on 
what Mr. Payne speaks of as complete 
and conclusive evidence of guilt,” the post- 
master general has been convinced that fla- 
grant criminality has existed in his depart- 
ment, and he asserts that every gullty person 
will be punished.

It is ap- 
parent from the postmaster general's utter- 
ances that he is bitter toward Machen. High 
officials of the postoffice department say this 
is because Machen completely pulled the wool 
over the eyes of the postmaster general and 
placed him in a false position before the pub- 
ite.

‘OF SELF-DESTRUCTION. 


Carefully Compiled Statistics Show 29,- 
344 Cases in the United States in the 
Period from 1897 to 1901 — More 
Males than Females Included in the 
Totals — Shooting the Method Fa- 

vored by Most and Despondency the 
Leading Motive. 


New Haven, Conn., May 28.—[Special.]— 
Suicide in the United States has been studied 
by Prof. William B. Bailey of Yale for a 
period covering the years 1897 to 1901 
He has taken 20,844 cases and compiled the 
first set of exhaustive statistics ever pre- 
pared from the viewpoint of the authority on 
social science or political economy.

Another table prepared by Prof. Bailey 
shows that more single, widowed, and di- 
vorced women commit suicide than men in 
like conjugal conditions, but that married 
men are more prone than married women to 
take their lives. According to Prof. Bailey 
this is probably due to the fact that the 
etruggle for existence bears most heavily 
on the women who are trying to support 
themselves. 

Shooting the Favorite Method. 
Shooting is found to be the favorite method 
of suicide, followed closely by poison. Al- 
most exactly 60 per cent of the cases of sui- 
olde are included under these two heads 
More than 50 per cent of the cases of drown- 
ing occur in the three summer months. In 
Maine hanging still leads as the most popu- 
lar method. The cases of suicide by jump- 
ing, poison, and gas are found to be con- 
fined principally to the cities. In the south 
shooting easily leads poison. The table sum- 
marising these cases follows:

Leading Motive Is Despondency. 


Despondency is the leading motive, claim- 
ing about 20 per cent of the victims. Bus! 
ness loss, ill health, and insanity foljow in 
order with about 18 per cent each, disappoint- 
ment in love coming next. Suicide on ac- 
count of alcohollsm is seventeen times as 
common among the males as females, while 
from business loss the number is 13 to 1. Be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 30 is reached the 
maximum of suicides from grief, chagrin, 
and being crossed in love. Between 20 and 
30 fall the maximum from alcoholism, ingan- 
ity, domestic trouble and fear of disgrace. 
From 30 to 40 come the greatest numbers 
from business loss and il] health. 


Monday the Favorite Day. 

Monday is the favorite day for commit- 
ting suicide, followed by Sunday closely. 
From Monday down to Friday there is a 
gradual falling off, but on Friday there is 
an inexplicable rise, and then a drop on 
Saturday, the lowest of the week. Prof. 
Bailey says of this: 

“For those who bewe endured throughout 
the week there is the pay day at hand, fol- 
lowed by a day of rest. Among the males 
Monday is preéminently the day for suicide; 
the money is spent and the spirits are often 
depressed as a result of the artificial stimu- 
lants of Saturday night and Sunday. Fe- 


excitement may have something to do with 
this, but nearly a third of the domestic trou- 
bles leading to suicide come Sunday. The 
family is then together for the day, giving 
greater opportunity for quarrels, or the 
husband may be intoxicated and the home 
seem dreary to the females. ; 

“More than one-fourth of the suicides 
from financial trouble and ill health among 
females occur on Monday. They apparently 
lack the courage in their weak or impover- 
ished condition to take up the struggle of a 


disgrace, and chagrin are quite evenly dis- 
tributed throughout the week. Among the 
males two-thirds take their lives on Monday 
and Tuesday among the victims of alechol- 
ism. More males end their lives on Friday 
on account of business troubles than any 
other day. 
More in the Afternoon. 

“ As to the hour of the day at which sui- 
cides are committed, of 10,000 cases 3,687 oc- 
curred in the twelve hours before noon and 
5,848 during the remaining twelve hours. 
Beginning at midnight there is a continuous 
increase until 6 p. m. The three hours from 
6 till 9 p. m. show a falling off, while from.9 
o’ clock till midnight is the period of greatest 
frequency. Suicides on account of ill ‘health 
and insanity are common in the early hours 
of the morning, alcoholism and chagrin later 
in the forenoon, desporndency in the after- 
noon, disappointed love and family trouble 
in the evening. Shooting is the most regu- 
larly distributed of any. Drowning and 
hanging are the most common in the after- 
noon and evening. Of the cases of murder 
followed by suicide 70 per cent are between 
8 p. m. and midnight. Afternoon and even- 
ing is then the time when those with suicidal 
mania should be the most closely watched.”

NEW CREED FOR 
ERESBYTERTANS. 


Confession of Faith No Longer 
Compels Belief in Fa- 
mous Old Doctrines 
of Calvin. 


ALL INFANTS ARE SAVED. 


General Assembly by Unanimous 
Vote Accepts Report of 
the Committee on 


Los Angeles, Cal, May 28.—[Special.}—The 
creed of the Presbyterian church no longer 
enforces belief in the old Calvinistic doc- 
trines of “predestination” and “ infant 
damnation.” The creed has been changed. 

In addition to changing the creed of the 
ehurch, the general assembly today adopted 
the report on divorce and remarriage, which 
prohibits clergymen of the Presbyterian 
church from-perfoming the marriage service 
for divorced persons unless the divorce has | 
been granted on scriptural grounds. 

The general assembly postponed for an- 
other year the proposal to establish separate 
presbyteries for negroes and whites in the 


But the overshadowing feature of the day's 
session was the adoption of the revision of the 
creed. Today's action, it is believed, will lead 
to the speedy union of the Presbyterian, the 
United Presbyterian, and the Cumberland 
Presbyterian churches, 


Changes in the Creed. 


From this time henceforth the Presby- 
terfan confession of faith will teach that 
God's decree hinders no man from accepting 
the offer of salvation made through Jesus 
Christ and that no man is condemned except 
by his sins. 

This does away with the old doctrine of the 
elect.” 

A second important change in the con- 
fession of faith abandons the doctrine of 
“Infant damnation.” The creed henceforth 
will declare that all dying in infanoy are 
saved, 

Adopted by Unanimous Vote. 

These changes in the creed, which amount 
practically to a revolution in Presbyterian 
faith, were adopted by the general assembly 
today by unanimous vote. Their adoption 
marked the end of a controversy which has 
agitated the church for fifteen years. The 
changes in the confession of faith are eleven 
in number, but the ones referred to are the 
only ones of importance. These two changes 
are embodied in two articles, with the fol- 
lowing preceding declaratory statement: 

“While the ordination vow of ministers, 
ruling elders, and deacons, as set forth in. 
the form of government, requires 


only as containing the system of doctrine 
taught in the holy scriptures, nevertheless, 
seeing that the desire has been formally ex- 
pressed for a disavowal by the church of cer- 
tain inferences drawn from statements in 
the confession of faith, and also for a deo- 
laration of certain aspects of revealed truth, 
which appear at the present time to call for 
more explicit statements, therefore, the 
Presbyterian church in the United States of 
America does authoritatively declare as fol-’ 
lows.“ 

Then follows the text of the eleven articles. 


Salvation Is for All. 

By the adoption of the eleven articles, or 
overtures, additions, amplifications, and 
amendments are made to the articles of the 
confession of faith. Of these, one of the 
most vital is the erection into the church 
doctrine of the belief that all who die in 
infancy are saved, which is embodied in the 
declaratory statements regarding chapter 
8 of the confession of faith and chapter 10, 
section 8: 

“That, concerning those who are saved in 
Christ, the doctrine of God's eternal decree 
is held in harmony with the doctrine of his 
love to all mankind, his gift of hie son to be 
the propitiation for the sins of the whole 
world, and his readiness to bestow his kaving 
grace on all who seek it; that concerning 
those Who perish, the doctrine of God’s eter- 
nal decree is held in harmony with the doc- 
trine that God desires not the death of any 
sinner, but has provided in Christ a salva- 
tion sufficient for all, adapted for all, and 
freely offered in the gospel for all; that men 
are fully responsible for their treatment ot 
God's gracious offer; that his doctrine hin- 
ders no man from accepting that offer, and 
that no man is. condemned except on the 
ground of his sin. 

All Infants Are Saved. 

„Also that it is not to be regarded as teach- 
ing that any who die ininfancy arelost. We 
believe that all dying in infancy are included 
in the election of grace and are regenerated 
and saved by Christ, through the spirit, who 
works where and how he pleases,” 

For section 6, chapter xxv., of the confes- 
sion of faith, the following is substituted: 

„The Lord Jesus Christ is the only head of 
the church and the claim of any man to be 
the vicar of Christ and the head of the church 
is unseriptural, without warrant in fact, and 
is an usurpation dishonoring to the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 

Three additional chapters are added to the 
confession concerning the “love of God for 
ali men, missions, and theory spirit.“ 


Sanctioned by the Church. 

The changes in the confession of faith were 
during the latter part of 1002 and the first 
part of the present year submitted to a vote 
ty the 282 presbyteries in the United States. 

The changes were sanctioned * an over- 
whelming majority. 

Only two presbyteries in the United States 
protested against the changes, Lehigh and 
St. Cloud, Both protests were thrown out. 


vision, presenting the proposed changes, had 
been read Dr. Van Dyke spoke briefly upon 
the changes incorporated therein. His speech 
was one of the most impressive that has been 
delivered before the assembly, and was said 
by some of the commissioners to be one of the 
most notable ever made upon faith revision. 
Dr. Van Dyke was frequently interrupted by 
applause from the commissioners. 
He said he wished to make it clear to the 
assembly. and especially did he wish to say 
to the brethren of the press that this re- 
vision does not mean that the Presbyterian 
church has changed her base one inch; but 
it does mean that she has broadened and 
strengthened her foundations. Her divine 
sovereignty shall never be interpreted so as 
to mean fatalism.” 


Means Presbyterian Union. 
Dr. Minton, chairman of the revision com- 
mittee, spoke briefly, and was followed by 
Dr. Charles A. Dickey, who said that the 


adoption of this report was an omen of

ALABAMA INQUIRY DEVELOPS | 
WIDE CONSPIRACY. 

Evidence Shows That Powerful Organ- 

ization Has Been Working for 


Was Killed by Ill Usage — Go Be- 
tween Engaged in Selling Negroes 
Is Arrested and Others Expected 
Today. 
Montgomery, Ala. May 28.—{Special.]— 
The investigation into the enforced slavery 
of negroes in this state today developed one 
death from ill treatment, and the arrest of an 


groes into preonage. 

Every indication today points to the ex- 
posure of a powerful and wealthy organiza- 
tion of men who have for years carried on 
their slave trade in absolute security. 
The government agents declare they will 
not stop until every man concerned has been 
punished according to the gravity of his 
offense. 

The investigation shows facts that are 
serious and horrifying. Witnesses before the 
federal grand jury have testified in one case 
that death resulted from the punishment ac- 
corded a negro woman who was held in serv- 
itude on one of the farms. . This woman, ac- 
cused of being rebellious and because she 
could not pile for burning, the brush cut by 
a dozen ax men, she was laid across a log 
and given 100 lashes. Still showing a re- 
bellious spirit, her hands were tiéd and the 
| fope thrown over the limb of a tree and pulled 
up so as to leave it barely possible for her 
toes to reach the ground. The woman died 
two days later. 

One Additional Arrest. 

There was only one additional arrest in 

the cases today, F. M. Pruett, a liveryman of

The secret service officers are 
still at work on the cases, and it is ex- 
pected that several arrests will be made to- 
morrow, including John W. Pace, who op- 
erates the large farm upon which the negroes 
have been held and worked. 


Fifteen Arrests Expected. | 

It is believed that fully fifteen arrests will 
result from the investigation, and some of 
them will be prominent citizens of east Ala- 
bama. The investigation is causing wide- 
spread interest, and because of its possible 
political effect In the north there is much 
anxiety among the better element, who frown.

Adopt Convict Farm Idea. 

Many of the state and county convicts in 
Alabama are leased to large farmers or to 
parties operating other industries, but the 
state, in a manner, retains supervision over 
these, employing special commissioners to 
investigate and see that humane treatment 
is given the convicts. It is plainly evident 
that the parties charged with peonage de- 
rived that idea from the state system of 
leasing, using ignorant negroes to carry out 
their scheme. 

No date has yet been fixed for a trial of any 
of the persons indicted, but it is expected 
that some of them will be set for the present 
term of court.

WOMAN TWENTY YEARS IN 
TRANCE AWAKES AND DIES. 


Marguerite Boyenval, Who Went Into 
Cataleptic State on May 21, 1883, 


Passes Away After Brief Recovery.

PARIS, May 28.—Marguerite Boyenval of 

Thenelles, near Saint Quentin, who had been 
in a cataleptic state since May 21, 1888, was 
awakened yesterday and died this morning. 
For some time she has been suffering from 
phthisis, and it is believed that the effect of 
this malady on her system conduced to her 
reawakening. 

She moved her hand on Saturday for the 
firet time and groaned slightly. When Dr. 
Charlier took hold of her arm she said, You 
are pinching me, and subsequently replied 
to questions by Tes and No.” She was, 
however, in a state of great weakness, and 
gradually sank, dying this morning. 

Marguerite Boyenval's lethargy was caused 
by fright. She had had a child, which died 
shortly after its birth under circumstances 
which led to the opening of a judicial inves- 
tigation. One day in May, 1888, while Mar- 
guerite was ironing, a neighbor said to her, 
“The gendarmes are coming to arrest you.” 
Marguerite had a series of fits and gradually 
fell into her long slumber.

British Premier Openly In 
dorses Chamberlain’s Plan 
to Abandon the Free 
Trade Policy. © 


ONLY HOPE FOR EMPIRE 


Early Dissolution of Parliament 
and a New General Election 
Believed to Be Close 

at Hand,

LONDON, May 2, 8 a. m—Premier Balk 
four has surprised the old tories and com 
servatives by coming out openly In support 
of Chamberiain’s scheme for the practical 
abandonment of England's traditional policy 
of free trade, and a preferential tariff agree 
ment with the British colonies, 
In a notable address in the house of com 
mons the premier asserted that the free 
trade theory had not worked out as its cham- 
pions predicted in 1846. He declared that if 
England adhered to the free trade policy the 
time would come when Engiand’s only 
neutral market would be the Turkish empire, 


Goodwater, being arrested, charged with con- The empire's only alternative, he said, Was 


reciprocity with its own colonies, and the 
necessarily involved a tax on food and rawr 
material. 

Premier Balfour admitted that there were 
objections to the abandonment of the tradi 
tional policy of free trade, but if Chamber 
lain’s plan, or some other scheme, is not 
, practicable, the empire could not be brought 
to that stage of fruition attained by thé 
United States. 

Chamberlain Defends Plan. | 

Colonial Secretary Chamberlain followed 
the premier in an equally notable speech 
in which he practically appealed to the coun- 
try for a mandate to tax food, to engage in 
a tariff war with Germany, and to fight the 
American trusts. 

A more sensational revolution in British 
policy has not been proposed for a century, 

The conservatives listened to the speech 
in chilling silence, indicative of alarm and 
uncertainty as to the outcome of the ufex- 
pected situation. Nearly a hundred consery- 
ative members immediately intimated to the 
government whip and to Mr. Chamberlain 
their intention to take the opinion of their 
constituents on the new policy during the 
Whiteuntide recess. 

The impression is general that parliament 
is on the eve of dissolution, and that a gen- 
eral election is at hand. 


Dilke Draws Premier Out, 


The, premier in the.bouse of 4 
Was in reply to questions from Sir 
Charles Dilke, advanced radical, who called 


attention to Chamberlain's recent speeches 
in regard to a preferential tariff between the 
colonies and the empire. Sir Charles said he 
would like to know if Chamberlain, in add 
cating something in the nature of a protective” 
tariff, spoke with the authority of the finan. 
cial department or of the whole cabinet. 

Sir Charles went on to say that in regard te 
preferential duties with Canada the benefits 
that might accrue were still problematical. 
He had examined the speeches of the colonial 
secretary and the policy they fo dowed, 
That policy, he declared, had not been 
thought out, and if presented to the country 
would be universally condemned, as it had 
been in the times of their grandfathers and 
fathers. - 


. Balfour’s Sharp Reply. 

Premier Baifour said in reply that he was 
not much in sympathy with the honorable 
baronet. He deprecated the waving of the 
ragged. and motheaten flag. either 
on the side of protection or free trade, in & 
comtroversy which is now removed as far 
as the poles were asunder from that in which 
our fathers engaged forty or fifty years ago. 
A part of the speech of the honorable baronet, 
the prime minister said, had been devoted, 


not to the fiscal policy of the country, but for 


the less elevating object of making mischief 
between the colonial secretary and himself. ~ 
He would fall to cheer that amiable effort 
of the honorable gentleman. 

The premier, continuing, asserted that the

it would be. They predicted that free trade 
would become universal, but they were 
wrong. England ie the only free trade coun- 
try in the world, and if the present condition 
of things continues, the premier said, the time;

British protectorate and crown colonies, and 
India. England would then be in a position 
where it would be obliged to import a large 
proportion of foodstuffs and raw material 
and would have to pay for them by exports 
which they would find extremely difficult to 
dispose of in any but the countries he had 
described. 

England Forced to Retaliate. 

The conditions .which now prevailed, the 
prime minister said, were never anticipated, 
and he would like to know whether they were 
to be excluded from consideration by leadérg 
of thought in this country. With respéct ta 
the negotiations he would say that if foreign 
countries were to be allowed to treat British 
colonies as foreign nations, England must be 
forced by patriotic motives and a regard for 
her colonies to retaliate. Canada. New Zea- 
land, Australia, and India were parts of the 
empire, and it would be absurd for them to be 
treated as separate aggregations because 
they had been given self-government. 

It preference was to be given to imports 
for the benefit of the colonies they, In ex< 
change, would mitigate the severity of their 
hostile tariffs against England. That could 
only be done by taxing the food of the people 
and raw materials. 

Tax on Food Necessary. . 3 

Premier Balfour said that he did not think 
it would be wise to tax raw material. He did, 
not know whether a tax on food e 
the kind 
was accepted the scheme could not be car-, 
ried out. He did not feel sure that certainy, 
wealthy classes of England would repudiate: 
the suggestion. He did not know whether, 
the working classes of the country or wheth-| 
er the colonies would accept the proposed 
tariff! modifications, although he knew the, 
traditional objections of the former to the 
taxation of food and “of the latter to 
doning protection.

Chamberlain said he had been surprised 
at the exceptional attention that had been 
bestowed. on his Birmingham speech. In 
Substance matter and suggestion that speech 
| did not differ from speeches that had been 
made at other times by Lord Salisbury, Pre- 
mier Balfour and himself. Although he had 
not suggested an entire reversal of the Brit- 
ish fiscal system, yet undoubtedly a new 
mandate would have to be given to the gov- 
lernment if the suggestions he had thrown 
out were to be carried into practical effect, 
and this new mandate would involve consid- 
lerations of the utmost importance. Cham- 
'berlain, continuing, asserted that unless 
| there are closer fiscal relationship there 
could not be closer political union with the 
colonies, and that a united empire would be 
beyond the bounds of attainment. 


Chamberlain Follows Balfour. 

After a question put by David Lioyd-George 
(Welsh nationalist), in reply to whom Mr. 
Balfour intimated that the government did 
pot propose to deal with the question before 
the dissolution of parliament, Mr. Cham- 
berlain expressed surprise at the fact that 
his speech at Birmingham on May 15 had 
aroused such attention. It was, the colonial 
Secretary said, absolutely the same in sub: 
stance as speeches delivered by Lord Salis- 
bory and Mr. Balfour. There was absolutely 
no difference of opinion between himself and 
Mr. Balfour. 

All the critics of his suggestions had fallen 
into error in supposing that an absolute re- 
versal of Great Britain’s fiscal policy was 
Moved. Nothing of the kind had been pro- 
posed. Everything depended on the defini- 
tion of “free trade,“ and if Cobden's defini- 
tion to “ bring about a free Interchange of 

‘commodities at their natural prices” was 
acoepted then neither he nor any member of 
the government sought to depart therefrom. 

Although nothing was now suggested in 
the nature of a revershl of Great Britain's 
fiscal policy, continued the colonial secretary, 

t was certain that a mandate must be given 
the government if the suggestions that he 
had thrown out were to be carried into effect. 

Mr. Chamberlain said he wished to make 
his own position clear. He would do his ut- 
most to bring this question in all its bearings 
before the people. Thus far he had only 
raised a principle and had not formulated a 
plan. If there was to be no change in the 
fiscal system the country would have to give 
up all hope of closer fiscal relations with the 
colonies and must abandon all idea of secur- 
ing at any time closer political relations with 

I¢ the government received a mandate it 
would produce a plan. He would call an- 


ther colonial conference; but he could not 


negotiate with the colonies before the peo- 
ple had given the government a mandate. 
Everything would depend upon what this 
country had to offer. ä 

In the first place, however, he must learn 
from every manufacturing district what 
articles made in those districts could be more 


largely sold if there were preferential rates | 


in the colonies. What Great Britain should 
have to give was preference on great colon- 
jal products, and that preference would have 
to be on raw material, on food, or on both. 
He agreed that it was undesirable to tax raw 
material because Great Britain would be 
required to give drawbacks on the finished 
article, which was a complicated system, and 
he preferred the simple method of taxing 
Will Convince Workingmen. 

The workingman’s dislike to taxes on food 
had no.terrors for him. He was prepared to 
go into the homes of the laboring men and 
argue the subject with them.

+ CARACAS, Venezuela, May 28.—President 
Castro today signed an order suppressing for 
an unlimited period the custom houses and 
closing the ports of Barcelona, Guiria, Ciu- 
dad Bolivar, Coro, Puerto Sucre, La Vela.

SWERS BRIBERY CHARGE. 


Edgar Combes Accused of Accepting 
$5,000 from National Ciab of Paris 
and in Return Securing a Permit for 
Gambling Chamber of Deputies

PARIS, May 28.—The chamber of deputies 
today censured the persons who have charged 
Edgar Combes, son of the French premier, 
with accepting bribes and conniving with the 
police in protecting gambling in the Parts 
clubs. 

The charges against the premier’s son are 
in effect that he accepted a bribe of $5,000 
from the National club and in return secured 
a license permitting the playing of baccarat 
at the club. 

In the chamber of deputies today the 
charges were repeated in debate by M. Filan- 
din, republican. The charges came up again 
later in the form of an interpellation by M. 
Rabier, a radical socialist, who read several 
articles from newspapers in which Edgar 
Combes was accused of accepting a bribe in 
order to obtain a gambling license for the 
Cercle National, a club founded by Gam- 


betta. 

| Premier Combes’ Reply. 

Premier Combes replied that he despised 
this campaign,: which was directed against 
himeelf. The facts in the Cercle National 
case were that when the club building was 
enlarged the prefect of. police thought that 
a new license was necessary. The members 
applied to the ministry of the Interior, which 
decided that the old license was still good. 

It had been insinuated, continued NX. 
Combes, that Edgar Combes, who was a seco- 
retary at the ministry, was compromised in 
the matter through gambling debts and 
notes which it was alleged he had given for 
money he had borrowed, but he defied the 
men who had made the charges to produce 
any such note givén or proof of any such 
debt contracted by his son. 

The house by a vote of 338 to 18 adopted a 
resolution censuring “ the campaign of cal- 
umny which was being directed against the 
members of the government with the object 
of turning them from the task of the defense 
of the republic.” ; 


Charges Against M.

Earthquake in Asiatic Turkey 


Buries Villagers Under the 
Ruins of Their Homes. 


GARRISON IS WIPED OUT. 


Shock Felt in Large District; 
Later Reports May Enlarge 
Casualty List. | 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
CONSTANTINOPLE, May 23.—Two thou- 
sand persons were killed in the destruction 
of the town of Melasgherd, Asiatic Turkey, 
by an earthquake on April 20. First reports 
of the disaster reached here today from Van. 
The entire town was destroyed. Of the 2,000 
dead 700 were Armenians. The Turkish gar- 
Tigon was annihilated. Four hundred houses 
in neighboring villages were destroyed. 

The disaster occurred early in the morning. 
| The earth shock lasted thirty seconds and 
Its force was felt through 
trict between Lale Van and the Russian 
frontier and as far west as Kharput. | 


| Killed by Falling Walls. 

The town of Melasgherd consisted of 500 
houses, mostly cqnstructed of stone. Every 
building was destroyed, the peoplé being 
crushed beneath the falling walls. The only 
survivors were those who happened to have 
arisen early and were in the streets. 

The Turkish garrison of four officers and 
eighty soldiers perished, Col. Khalil Bey and 
his family being among the victims. Lieut. 
Col, Tayib Bey escaped with his life, but 
all the members of his family were killed. 
Tayib Bey afterwards became insane. 

The telegraph operator who sent the news 
of the catastrophe said he himself was badly 
injured and that his wife and sister had been 
killed, 

A severe earthquake shock was felt here 
this morning, but no damage was done. 


England Starts Relief Fund.

TEN FAMILIES DRIVEN OUT | 
B FIRE IN A FEED STORE. 


Property at 2017 La Salle Street De- 
stroyed with $12,000 Loss—Woman 
and Baby Are Carried Out. 


Ten families were driven from their houses 
by a fire which destroyed the two story brick 
atructure occupied by G. 8. Blakeslee as a 
feed store and grain elevator at 2917 La Salle 
street yesterday afternoon. Occupants of 
the three frame buildings to the north of the 
burning structure were almost overcome by 
smoke. Firemen aided a riumber in escap- 
ing. The loss is put at $12,000. 

The fire was discovered in the rear of the 
pecond floor soon after 2 o'clock. In a few 
minutes the entire rear half of the building 
was in fames. When Fire Marshal Musham 
arrived the entire building was burning, and 
from every window in the structure smoke 
was pouring forth. 

Chief Musham saw that the building was 
doomed, and he immediately ordered three 
companies of firemen to direct their efforts 
toward saving the group of frame structures 
to the north of the burning building. Firemen 
Joseph Carey of engine company No. 8 and 
Fireman James McGinnis of truck com- 
pany No. 25 assisted Hattie Kirby and her 
baby to the street. The woman had re- 
mained in the house to gather her valuables 
and was overcome by the smoke. 

While playing with matches in the after- 
noon Fannie Swartz, 5 years old, was prob- 
ably fatally burned. The child is the daugh- 
ter of William Swartz, 138 Ontario street. 
She was playing in the yard in the rear of 
her home, when her mother’s attention was 
attracted by the childs screams. Mrs. 
Swartz saw the child's clothing was on fire, 
and, seizing a rug from the floor, she smoth- 
ered the flames. The little girl was taken to 
the Passavant hospital, where the physician 
said that her recovery is doubtful.

When all have 
been informed the proprietors will hold a 
further meeting and consider the advisabil- 
ity of granting what has n asked. 

The joint executive board of the dnion held 


Ja meeting in the afternoon and made ar- 


rangements to consider all objections made 
by the proprietors. These will be taken up 
in turn and if the employés find them valid 
the evils complained of will be rectified. 

We do not want any trouble,” said T. J. 
Kinnally, one of the vice presidents of the 
union. “To avoid it we have hit upon a 
scheme. There is not a restaurant in the 
city that cannot afford to pay our set scale 
of wages. That is the minimum to be paid: 
To those getting more than the scale we 
have provided a 15 per cent increase. This 
may prove too high in some cases, and where 
it does we are willing to listen to reason. 

One thing is certain—we will not calla 
strike except in those establishments where 
then 
we will give the proprietors a chance to 
reflect before they bring about a struggle. 
We intend to treat with individuals and not 
with associations, and I-understand the pro- 
prietors feel the same way.“ 

Can’t Pay Wage Demands. 

“The restaurant mem of Chicago cannot 
afford to pay the wage demands of their 
employes,“ said the proprietor of one of the 
largest establishments last night. 
did it would mean a financial loses which 
would force most of them out of business, 
Competition is so keen that profits have 
dropped and every additional expense counts. 

“We etrongly object to the conditions as 
to wages and hours, but even more to the 
demand that we shall hire none but union 
men. I might want to bring a chef here from 
New York or abroad and he would have to 
bring his staff with him under the terms of 
this union. 

“Bach house has a chef that pleases ite 
patrons, and we cannot afford to have to go 
to the union and get assistants for him who 
do not know their business. Many of our 
employés are too high class men to belong 
to a labor organization and we do not intend 
to let the standard drop unless we can help 
it, yet the union seems anxious to force usto 
take that step. 

“Tf this union refuses to be reasonable we 
will close the doors of every large restaurant 
in the downtown district until the men come 
to their senses. We will not be dictated to 
by our employes and they will discover as 
much if they make the attempt. I expect 
that they will come to terms and that this 
matter will be adjusted.“

The assembly adopted the report of the 
committee on divorce and remarriage with- 
out discussion, as this had been forestalled 
by the passage of the resolution enjoining 
Presbyterian ministers from performing the 
marriage ceremony in cases of divorced per- 
sons, at last Monday’s session. 

The report is, in part. as follows: 

“The question is serious enough, The 
state is imperiled, the family is threatened, 
and the church, the guardian of both, too 
frequently puts its seal and sanction upon 
unrighteous. relationships, does not refuse 
its sacrament to those who lightly regard the 
sacred bonds of marriage, and for reasons 
not recognized in God’s word, separate them- 
selves and seek new alliances. 3 

“The conviction is deepening that some- 
thing should be done to save society and the 
state from the terrible consequences of lax 
legislation, which disregards the law of God 
and the protests of the church..

Need of Legislation. 

Without the united influence of those who 
profess to regard the laws of God and the 
morality taught by Jesus Christ, it will be 
impossible to secure such legislation as will 
enact righteous laws regarding divorce and 
marriage. But we believe that Christian 
law givers, if supported by Christian opinion, 
are ready to test the power of this Christian 
nation to so amend its constitution that its 
citizens shall be protected in their homes and 
in their estates from the terrible wrongs that 
are being inflicted by unrighteous legislation. 
It is the desire of all good citizens that virtue 
and domestic happiness should be defended 
against all those who disregard their solemn 
vows, deny their obligations, pollute the 
fountains of life, and destroy the foundations 
of society.” 2

Convention at Marshalltown Concluded 


Not to Try to Fix Responsibility for 
Unhappy State of Affairs. 


Marshalltown, Ia., May 28.—[Special.}— 


The Iowa prohibition convention was held 


here today, and there was a two hour debate 
over the preamble to the platform. The pre- 
amble finally adopted was quite different 
from the one first duggested, and left the 
question of responsibility out entirely. 
e first preamble offered read as fol- 

ws: 

“ All ents receive their authority 
from Jesus Christ. The prohibition party of 
Iowa, in convention assembled at Marshall- 
town, declares its adherence to the laws of 
God, as given to mankind through his word 
and as interpreted by Jesus Christ, and holds 
that all legislation should conform to such 
‘higher Jaw and that all statutes not in har- 
mony with such higher law should be re- 


Preamble Finally Adopted. 


The substitute preamble read: The pro- 
hibition party of Iowa in convention a- 
sembled at Marshalltown, recognizing the 
authority of the almighty God in the affairs 
of men, puts forth. the following declara- 
tions.”’ 


A two hours’ fight ensued. Several ad- 


dresses were made by supporters of the origi- 
nal preamble as reported by the committee 
and by those of the substitute. When the 


vote was taken the substitute was adopted. 


Two minority reports were presented when 
the committee reported. One was by M. L. 
Hostetter of Farmington, who had an entire 
platform of his own making. The Hostetter 
* was a trifle socialistic in its views

SAVES WOMAN FROM DEATH. 


Mrs. J. J. McGowan Found Suffering 
_ from Carbolic Acid Poisoning—Ru- 
mor of Attempted Suicide Is Denied. 


To the fact that a woman neighbor came 
in for a friendly call Mrs. McGowan owes her 
life. She is the wife of James J. McGowan, 
manager of a concern at 100 Wells street, 
and the couple, who have been married but a 
short time, live in the building adjoining the 
Marguerite apartments at 66 Walton place. 

A woman rushed into the office of Dr. M. R. 
Barclay, 50 Walton place, last night, and 
sobbed: 

Doctor, come quick. I think she is dying. 
I went in to see her, and I found her lying 
in the bathroom. I think she has fainted.”’ 

Dr. Thomas Crowe, 32 Walton place, also 
Was summoned, and when the physicians 
arrived at the house they found Mrs. Mc- 
Gowan had swallowed nearly an ounce of 
earbolic acid. Antidotes were administered 
and late last night it was said that the patient 
would recover. It was reported that Mrs. 
McGowan attempted to commit suicide, but 
Mr. McGowan said: 

It was all an accident. She took it by 
mistake.“ 

Discouraged after a day’s unsuccessful 
search for work, Mary Braun, 18 years old, 
and out of the county hospital since morning, 
was found leaning over the high bridge in 
lincoln park at dusk last evening by Park 
Policeman James Mahon. 

Please go away and leave me alone,” 
pleaded the girl. There is no use in my 
trying. I have no money and nothing to do, 
I might as well die.” 

The girl was taken to the East Chicago 
avenue police station and placed in care of 
Mrs. Mary McMahon, the matron. Thereshe 
told. the police she was discharged from the 
hospital in the morning while still unable 
to work. 

“J told the doctor I had no money,” she 
said. ‘I have no friends here. My father 
and mother are dead. I was born in Ger- 
many and have been in this country for ten 
years. I don't see why I should be bothered 
by policemen. I don’t know that I would 
have jumped into the water, but there does 
not seem to be any place left for me.”

Explains Necessity for Saving 
Natural Resources of Lands 
and Forests in the West.

Monroe Doctrine Necessary. 

In his speech the president said: 

“I believe with all my soul in the Monroe 
doctrine. This western hemisphere is not to 
become a region for conquest over which kor- 
eign ministerial powers may acquire control. 
I think that should be a cardinal doctrine of 
our American foreign policy. But I would 
a great deal rather see us never announce 
that policy than for us to announce it and 
then lack either the will or the power to make 
it good. The one means for making it good 
is building up an adequate navy. I ask that 
congress go on with the building of the 
navy; that congress go on providing means 
to make that navy the most effective on the 
globe. I earnestly hope that not in our time 
will we see war again, but it is impossible to 
say that there will not be any war because it 
is not only necessary that we should want to 
act rightly toward other nations, and I think 
I can say that we do, but it is necessary that 
they should all of them want to act rightly 
toward us, and while I believe that they do, I 
think it will help them to persevere in their 
good inténtions if we are well armed. 


Forests Are a Heritage. 

“The forests and the grasses,” said the 
president, are not to be treated as we prop- 
erly treat mining—that ia as material to be 
uged up and nothing left behind. We must 
recogmize the fact that we have passed the 
stage when we can afford to tolerate theman 
whose object is sim to skin the land and 
get out. That man is not an equitable citi- 
zen. We do not want the big proprietor. It 
is not for him that we wish to develop irriga- 
tion. It is not for him that we must shape 
the grazing lande or handte our forests. We 
must handle the water, the wood, the grasses 
so that we will hand them on to our children 
and children’s children in better and not 
worse shape than we got them 


Irrigation Law Is Good. 


“Inasmuch as I myself passed a large por- 
tion of my life in the mountains and on the 
plains of this great western country, I feel 
a peculiar pride that it was given to me to 
sign and thereby make into law the act of the 
national government, to my mind one of the 
most important acts ever made into law by 
the national legislature, the national irriga- 
tion act of a year ago. 

“ The government in my judgment not only 
should but must codperate -with the state 
governments and with individual enterprises 
in seeing that we utilize to the fullest ad- 
vantage the waters of the Rockey mountain 
states by canals and great reservoirs which 
shall conserve the waters that go to waste 
at one season so that they can be used at 
other seasons.“ 

After the speaking the president addressed 
a few words to the Grand Army post drawn 
up in the rear of the stand, and also to the 
Spanish war veterans. ; 

The president and party were then taken 
for a drive about the city.

Compliments Railroad Men. 


Pocatello being a rallroad town, President. 
Roosevelt while there took occasion to pay 
the railroad men a high compliment for their 
vigilance and skill. Referring to the pres- 
ence of men on horseback from the Indian 
reservation, the president said: 

“I, was glad to learn that many of the In- 
dians under your care are traveling along the 
white man's road, and beginning not only to 
send their children to school but to own cat- 
tle and to own property. The only outcome 
of the Indian question of this country is to 
gradually develop the Indian, into a property 
owning, law abiding, hard working, educated 
citizen. In other words, to train him to 
travel the path that we are all trying to 
travel, and I congratulate you upon the 
progress that you have made. 


Give Indian Square Deal. 

„When he is traveling that path and when 
he is doing his duty, he is entitled to and he 
shall receive exactly as square a deal as any 
one else. 

“After all, that is the fundamental prin- 
ciple of our government. In the last analysis, 
what America stands for more than for 
aught else is for treating each man on his 
worth ag a man.” 

Upon his arrival at Pocatello the president 
received a warm welcome. He was met sev- 
eral miles outside of the town by a band of 
Indians from the Blackfoot reservation, who 
raced alongside the train into Pocatello, He 
was met at the depot by a large crowd, and, 
escorted by cowboys and Indians, he was 
driven to a stand from which he delivered his 
address. A notable portion of the escort was 
composed of Kimball lodge, Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen, of which order Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is an honorary member; the 
G. A. R., Philippine veterans, and a squad 
of cavalrymen. | 

Stops at Several Towns. 

The president made a number of short 
stops in Idaho after leaving Pocatello, at 
each one of which he was greeted by cheer- 
ing and enthusiastic crowds. In his speeches 
he confined himself mostly to the benefits 
that have been and are to be derived from 
irrigation and to the qualities that go to 
make up good citizenship. During the day 
he spoke at Shoshone, Kimana, Glenns 
Fefry, Mountain Home, and Nampa.

ORTY years ago this nation was in the throes 
of a death struggle American against Ameri- 
can, brother against brother, fighting in the 

fiercest civil conflict the world has ever known. Now 
it is at peace—the veterans who wore the blue 
and those who wore the gray gather about each 
other’s camp fires in friendship, loyal citizens all, 
proud of their glorious country. And as tomorrow the 
survivors of that great army which preserved the 
Union march to the cemeteries to strew the graves 
of their fallen comrades with flowers, the inheritors 
of ‘priceless benefits, won through their heroism, will 
stand by with doffed hats, grateful and reverent. 


~. Decimated now are the ranks. Of the heroes who, with stout — 
hearts, went out to defend their country in the stirring days 
of 61 and 63 but a fragment remains. There are more 
new graves to be decorated this year, for of the number who 
marched in line last Decoration Day many are now at rest in 
their eternal bivouac. The steps of the others are feebler, 

their cheeks scarred deeper with the warfare of the years. 

It is well that we should observe tomorrow as a national 
holiday—well that we should take ore day in three hundred 
and sixty-five to reflect on the immeasurable debt we owe 
these soldiers of the Civil War.

‘CHANGES MADE IN THE CLASSIFI- 
CATION SCHEDULE. - 


Eastern Roads Adopt a Requirement 
That “Carload Lots” Shall Be 
creased; the Rule Meaning a Hard- 
ship to the Small Shipper—Earnings 
for the Month Are 
Most Instances—Conference on Im- 
port Rates—Other Affairs of Track. 


Favorable in 


Many chenges in the official classification, 
affecting a wide variety of articles, will be 
put in effect by the eastern railroads on June 
1, the classification committee of the Trunk 
line and Western Freight associations hav- 
ing prepared a new schedule known as classi- 
fication No. 24. As the classification of mer- 
chandise, together with various require- 
ments and regulatione that shippers must 
comply with, directly affect freight charges, 
the changes made will be of great impor- 
tance to-shippers. 

The changes consist chiefly of increases in 
the minimum carioad weight on which the 
carload rate will be allowed, besides making | 
certain articles subject to new regulations 
and conditions or else relieving them from 
such conditions now imposed. Many articles 
after this month will have to be shipped in 
quantities of at least 24,000 pounds instead 
of 20,000 pounds in order to take a carload 
rate, meaning @ hardship to the smaller 
shippers, many of whom can furnish a car- 
load of 20,000 pounds, but are una bie to put 
in 24,000 pounds. 

All changes made in the classification dur- 
ing the last two or three years have been 
against the shippers and had the effect of 


Earnings Are Favorable. 
earnings of nearly all the western 
roads have been favorable, and the figures 
are all the more significant because com- 
parison is being made with a period of the 
movement. The showing

increases in operating expenses.
